HIGH LICENSE. 


The question of high license is be- 
coming & burning question in our 
neighboring county of Ventura. Soin 
Santa Barbara. So in other towns and 
counties of the State. So in other 
States and citiis. Many good citizens 
favor it, and in Ventura county both 
the county papers are strong for it. 
We recently quoted from the Free 
Press, and published with our 1ndorse- 
ment, some very strong expressions in 
favor of taxing the deadfalls and hell- 
holes out of existence. The Demo- 
cratic paper, the Signal, is cqually 
radical and outspoken on the subject. 
We quote one of its editorials—a 
leader : 


We are glad to see that several of our 
saloon-keepers are awakening to the 
fact that high license would be bene- 


ficial. The move throughout the coun-, 


ty is meeting with favor, the petitions 
are being numerously signed, and even 
our temperance people are rather more 
willing to take half a loaf than no 
bread, and are eapressing themselves 
as being favorable to ti:+ imposing of 
high license, thereby purifying our 
town and saving money to our people 
in saving prosecuting expenses of crim- 
inals for crimes made possible by these 
deadfails. 

The Parean has been a disgrace to 
our county and an eye-sore to our citi- 
zens, and yearly costs more money than 
any other expense we have. It isa 
most expensive luxury, this low and 
vile den, and has becn beyond the reach 
of the law heretofore. Why, wedo not 
know, but it still runs on and flaunt its 
shame, on Saturday and Sunday pights, 
in the faces of decent people. Young 
m@n and boys are drifted thit) er quite 
often. Vile liquor is dispensed, and 
vile women are at hand, brazen and 
shameless, to aid in enticing in the 
unwary, besotted or drugged victim to 
his ruin. The victim may be a young 
man—he may have a mother living in 
this very town. What is that to those 
people if the boy has a little money 
about him. It is all the same to 
them. It is also immaterial to them 
if the next morning’s sun shines upon 
the upturned face of the boy—a corpse, 
knifed by some murderous Mexican. 
It may happen some time. It may 
happen any time. More than once menu 
have been knifed at the Parean, more 
than once pistols have been flourished 
inthe Parean by men filled with che 
pois n dispensed at the bars. A way 
is now presented co us to close up this 
hell hole, which 1s ten times worse 
than ithasever been painted. High 
license will make its existence an im- 
possibility. For the sake of our coun-

More Questivus for the Churches. 

To the Editor of the Times—Sir: A 
Church in which souls are not being saved 
bas abdicated its functions and there the 
spirit of Christ dwells not. The Church 
is not of the world, but, according to the 
command of Christ, must come out from 
the world. and be separate. The ends of 
the Chureh are spiritual ends, and its 
members must be consecrated io these 
ends. 

Our spirit and our methods of work 
must be according to His word, or we can 
expect no blessing of God. Weseem to be 
drifting ixffo the godless condition when 
the blesssing of God is out of our minds 
altogether. The blessing of God is the 
pouring out of His holy spirit. 

It is not a matterof doubt as to whether 
we have that blessing here or not. We 
have not. We have tine churches, some 
of them free from debt, but we are 
without the blessing, and, therefore, the 
sanction of God. 

Doubtless one of the main reasons for 
this is the methods we have allowed to 


come into the Church. Like 
the Jews in Christ’s time, we have 
made God’s house a house of mer- 
chandise, and even worse; whereas 
His house is a house of prayer. It is not 
essential that these things should take 
place in the church building. If the peo- 
ple of Christ pursue wrong methods, in 
the name of the church, the crime is all 
the same. 

Where is the difference between a raffle 
and a lottery? Where is the difference 
‘between tableaux and the theater? There 
is just as much sacrilege for the people of 
Christ to do these thiugs in a hali as in 
the church. It is for the church and 
might just as well be done in and from 
the pulpit; being for the Church and by 
the Church. 

To my mind there is perfect justifica- 
tion for employing the coming circus of 
educated horses for raising money to buy 
Bibles for our churches, as to employ the 
methods that are being employed to raise 
money for any purpose for the church. 
God and the Bible cannot sanction them, 
and therefore God’s blessing cannot be 
upon the people or the preached word. It 
willand must kill out any epirituality 
that theré is in the church. 

An index of the spiritual condition 
of the Church may be found in the fact 

_ that the Christian Sabbath bas been abol- 
ished by the Legislature of this State. 
Now we have no Sabbath, and yet the 
Church of Christ has uttered no protest. 
God has said that one day is to be given 
to him of the seven, but the Legislature 
of California says on the statute book we 
abolish such a regulation so far as the 
people of this State are concerned.

We regret to learn that Mr. Jonathan 
Watson, who resides about seveu miles 
north of Orange, has had the misfortune 
to lose three children this week from 
diphtheria. The physicaus sayt he cause 
of the disease is entirely local, 


In the cultivation of oranges, lemons, 
limes and nuts aud the manufacture of 
raisins the Santa Ana valley caunot be 
excelled, and has few equals. All we 
ask of home-seekers is a visit to our 
charming valley, that they may judye 
for themselves of its wonderful fertility, 
of its unrivaled climate, of its undis- 
puted adaptability for the growth of all 
the semi-tropic fruits aud nuts, as well 
as the production of deciduous fruits 
mnch superior to those of the East. 


Pawson & Powell have manufactured, 
during the season just closed, about 30 
tons of hams and bacon. Tuey have 
sold fifteew tons, and have the,balance 
on hand to supply their trade. It is 
probable that tie supply will prove in- 
adequate to the demand, in which case 
they will again manuiacture, if hogs can 
be procured. | 

The growth of the raisin industry in 
this vailey is best shown by the follow- 
ing figures: in 1880, 1237 boxes; in 1851, 
16,458 boxes; and last year over 25,000 
boxes were exported. It has been esti- 
mated that the orange orchards of the
